Italy and the League. 


The latest’ telegrams from Rome and 
Athens are not very encouraging, although 
there has been no untoward development 
of the situation since the Italian. Fleet 
bombarded Corfu. To-morrow the Council 
of the League of Nations, to which 
Greece has appealed, will consider the 
crisis that has been precipitated by the 
Mussolini ultimatum. The teims of the 
ultimatum, however, demand complete ac- 
ceptance by Greece before to-morrow night, 
and there is a grave danger that events 
may outrun the deliberations of the League, 
with the most serious consequences for 
Europe's peace. The Greek Premier has 
announced that his Government cannot 
possibly accept the humiliating ternis of 
the Italian Note, and a second ultimatum 
has been presented by the Italian Ambas- 
sador requiring immediste satisfaction 
In the meanwhile the Italian forces are 
making every preparation for war. The 
genera] opinion in Rome is that Signor 
Mussolini, having taken the law into his 
own hands, will not accept dictation from 
the League of Nations. Ba that as it may, 
Greece has taken the correct course in 
presenting her case to the League. This 
crisis is the very sort of thing which the 
founders of the League proposed that it 
should regulate. As a member State of the 
League, Italy ‘undoubtedly ought to have 
‘reported the frontier murders to Geneva 
before she took any action on her own. 
initiative. We have the greatest sym- 
pathy with Italy, and fully appreciate the 
indignation which her people must feel at 
the abominable massacre of their repre- 
sentatives in Albania. We remember also 
that, when al] Europe was against Britain 
during the Boer War, Italy grade no secret 

f her sympathy with our cause. In this 
case, however, we fear that Signor Mussolini 
has allowed his heart to dictate to his head. 
The occupation of Corfu was a blunder. 
This jsland is one of those whose perma- 
nent neutrality was guaranteed by Britain, 
France, Italy and Russia, and its sum- 
mary seizure by Italien troops has the 
appearance, at any rate, of grave dis- 
courtesy to friendly Powers. We cannot 
believe that Italy wil] go to war with 
Greece. She has suffered too much in the 
past to plunge into a frivolous campaign, 
which, although undoubtedly she would 
triumph in the long run, would cost her 
dearly in men and money. Nothing can be 
gained by mere abuse of Italy in the 
newspapers, Allowance must be made, not 
only for her mood,, but also for the past 
history of the man who is directing her 
policy at thiscrucial moment, The League 
of Nations already has wasted too much 


time. It ought to announce immediately 
that it propof*s to arbitrate on the 
matters if disoute, and to ask Italy 


officially whether or not she will be pre- 
paréd to abide by its decision.

Some insight into the nature and extent 


by Sir Percy Cox’s report on the adminis- 
tration of Iraq. The white man is that 
patient beast, the British taxpayer, and 
the sort of .burden which he bears is 
brought home to us when we read that 
during three years the Britith Government, 
kept fifty thousand Syrian and Armenian 
refugees in “‘ comfort, not ta say idleness, © 
pending their repatriation.’ It seems that 
the refugees declined to be repatriated 
according to plan, with the/result. that, as 
Sir Percy Cox reports; sadly, ' the 
Urumiyans have practically ceased to exist 
as acommunity.’’ The repart deals chiefly 
with the difficulties which beset the effort 
to give Mesopotamia “ s]{-determination.” 
It must be regarded as, in a limited way, 
a piece of special pleading for the new 
régime; but there can be ho doubt that, 
thanks to a liberal expenditure of British 
money and the traditional patience, perse- 
verance and tact of such mén as Sir Percy 
Cox himself, the last state bf the cradle of 
civilisation is better than the last but one. 
When we read that ‘dissonant elements 
are being gradually harmonised, inchoate 
instincts are merging towards a sense of 
common interest in the stability of the 
new order and a growing jappreciation of 
common nationality,’”’ we are filled with 
envy of the good sense of the people of 
whom such things can be truly said. The 
substitution of Arab for British officials, 
we are told, is a matter of “deep satis- 
faction ” and hg caused mo dislocation of 
government. Sound, though slow, progress 
is being ma@e in agricultural development 
notably fh respect to the cultivation of 
cotton and flax. The outlook in regard to 
education is, stated to be “bright,” and 
tho establishment of a university college 
at Baghdad is in progress. 


English Telephones. 


Complaints about the inferior quality of 
the British telephone service are gathgring 
once more into a formidable crescdndo. 
‘Some time ago the Postmaster-General 
promised that, if the public would 
be patient, al] kinds af improvements 
soon would be forthcoming. The British 
public has been more than patient, 
but, far from improving, the most 
expensive telephone systém in the world 
has become more infuriating than ever. 
As most of the criticigms apply in a 
gréater or less degree tb our own Post 
Office telephone system, their recital may 
not come amiss. One of the chief objec- 
tions is that a user of a glot-machine tele- 
phone, or of a trunk line under any 
circumstences, is compelled to pay for the 
pleasure of being told iy the housemaid 
or by the girl at the ewitch that Mr. 
So-and-So is “not in.’’ In other countries 
No call is registered, and the casual sub- 
scriber is not required to drop his pennies 
into the box, until thé person actually 
wanted is on-the line. A more funda- 
mental. objection is that the Post Office 
exerts not the slightest éffort to make the 
service popular or to encourage new sub- 
scribers. On the contrary, it goes out of 
its way to discourage them by keeping them 
waiting an unconscionable time for their 
instruments.

The party left Termonbarry shortly before 
five o'clock. and rowed towards the lock, in- 
tending to pass through in the ordinary ray.

HUMILIATING DEMANDS, 
| ATHENS, Sunday. 

The Greek Government's version of the con- 
troversy was presented to-day by the Premier 
to the American delegates, who are leaving 
Athens for Geneva, to attend the Interna- 
tional Near East Relief Conference. 

Colone| Gonatos received the American 
delegates at the War Office, and said—** In 
this new crisis, which Italy seems to be 
trying to build irom the tangled threads of a 
dastardly border crime, we need the support 
and assistance of ali our-old friends who have 
been so helpful throughout our varying for- 
tunes of the past year. The Greek Govern- 
ment does not fear a fair and impartial 'n- 
vestigation of General Tellini’s murder. We 
firmly believe that the murders were not com- 
mitted by Greeks; certainly there is no 
foundation for the insinuations that they 
were committed by Greek bands whose exist- 
ence was winked at by the Government. 

‘* Britain and French delegetes on the 
Tellini Commission are familiar with border 
conditions, and realise the difficulties of main- 
taining norma! order along a frontier which 
has not been determined, where the popula- 
tion is sparse, and the life of the mountaineers 
primitive. 

" We find Italy's summary demands unjust, 
because Italy does not possess any proofs 


(sreck Government reponsible. We will 
gladly render the fullest. honours to the dead, 
which is an act of international courtesy, 
which we would have performed n any case. 
We will gladly pay indemnification in a rea- 
sonable amount to the families of the dead, 
recognising the fact that the murders. oc- 
curred on Greek soil. We will gladiy permit 
and invite the Italian Military Attaché to 
accompany our judges and assist them in the 
investigation at Janina—in fact, this we did 
spontaneously within a few hours of the 
murders—but beyond. these just claims we

“We cannot humiliate ourselves before the 
Italian flag, when we never had the slightest 
iutention of insulting it.

We cannot 
turn over the authority of our courts and 
judges to Italian officials, when such action 
would imply that they were incapable of 
administering justice. We have committed 
no wrong, and our national honour will not 
permt us to plead guilty to the crime.

Greece are members. We will gladly accent 
any reasonable arbitrage in full confidence, 
fortified by the consciousness of our innocence 
and honesty.

FEELING IN GENEVA.

The sitting on Tuesday of the Council may, 
therefore, in all probability prove to be 
crucial and decisive, and is awaited with no 
little interest, as it is generally felt that the 
very existence of the League is at stake.

BAVARIAN FASCISTI 


SEIZE CONTROL OF 
NUREMBERG.

NUREMBERG, Sunday. 

The Bavarian Fascisti are in complete con- 
trol of Nuremberg. Columns of helmeted, 
world-war veterans, in blazing gold, red and 
bine old-time glory, marched through the 
streets yesterday, hauled down the Republican 
flags, hoisted the Kaiser's Standard, drove the 
Socialists from their headquarters, and routed 
the Communists, who had called a general 
strike on the railroads, which the Fascisti are 
operating. Re? 

Four hundred thousand Fascisti are con- 
centrated here. Anything may happen. 
Early yesterday the railway workers were 
told by their Socialist leaders that,‘‘hell would 
break loose,” and that perhaps the whole 
Republic would be endangered if the Fascist 
captured Nuremberg. hroughont the day 
several fights occurred between the Fascist 
and the Communists, but so far there has been 
no bloodshed. The Republicans, as well as 
the Socialists. are completely cowed by the 
Fascisti. ULudendorf had a great reception at 
the station. . Prince Ludwig Ferdinand, cousin 
of the Crown Prince’ Rupprecht, is being’ 
acclaimed everywhere.

A message received in London from a semi- 
official Greek source in Athens, states that the 
Ttalian Admiral, Bellini, has forbidden the 

ssage of all Greek steamers through the 
traits of Otranto, and that four Greek 
steamers are detained in Italian ports- All 
Greek shipping companies have suspended 
their sailings to Italy, but Greece is still per- 
mitting Italian ships to call at Greek ports. 

An Italian submarine has seized the Greek 
steamer, Georgios, in the Straits of Corfu.

ITALIAN ALLEGATIONS. 


The Special Correspondent of the 
Messaggero at Janina affirms that al] the evi- 
dence points to: the massacre of the Italia 
Mission having’ been organised there. He 
alleges that Venezelist circles were concerned 
in the plot, and that grave suspicion wéighs 
upon Colonel Botzare, the Greek delegate 
attached to the International Mission, who is 
a native of Epirus. For several days before 
the crime, Colonel Botzaris, according to the 
Correspondent, entertained constant and 
mysterious relations with Venezelist groups at 
Janina. 

A semi-official statement issued here says 
that it appears that Colonel Botzaris uttered 
certain threats against General Tellini in con- 
nection with the proposal of the Italian dele- 
gation to apportion to Albania a piece of terr!- 
tory comprising the Vromoneri district. The 
statement adds that there is reason to 
believe that an attempt to murder Genera! 
Tellini had been planned -for August 14, but 
was prevented through the intervention of a 
high personage.-——(Reuter.) 


FRANCE NON-COMMITTAL. 
PARIS, Sunday. 


The French Government's attitude towards 
the Turco-Greek dispute still remains. to be 
publicly defined. Lord Curzon’s “ courtesy 
call” on M. Poiné@ré is seized on by the 
Press, which stresses the importance of 
Franco-British unity in connection with the 
present crisis with regard to reparations.

ITALY DISAPPOINTED AT 


BRITISH ATTITUDE. 


ROME, Sunday. 

Never has the prestige and popularity of 
Signor Mussolini stood as high as it does at 
present. It may. indeed, be said that there 
is not a dissentient| voice, even among his 
former enemies or critics. On all sides are 
expressed a trust and readiness to follow his 
hightest wish and to make any sacrifice, in 
order to support him in his determination to 
assert Italy's prestige and and assure the 
punishment. of the crime. 

The Press and public’qpinion are daily more 
frankly adm*ting their disappointment and 
painful surprise that Engiand, or, at least, 
the majority-of the English newspapers, have 
not sympathised. with Italy in what is de- 
scribed as this ‘‘cruel attack on her national 
honour,” and it is considered that she has 
made little or no attempt to look at the 
matter from Italy’s point of view. 

In Italy, says the Messaggero, respect for 
the English national pride and the almost re- 
ligious faithfulness to principles of interna- 
tional law is traditional. Therefore, it is diffi- 
cult to understand the attitude of the British 
Press, which inclines to protect the assassins 
in their efforts to estape punishment, rather 
than the victims of the crime, who claim just 
and humane reparation. Ail that Italy wishes 
is to be ted in the life of her citizens, 
in her possessions, and in the honour of her 
fiag, as England would desire, and as she is. 
accustomed to make herself respected. 

The newspaper calls on some authoritative 
voice more tru Y representative of the English 
po to speak out in order to.save the 
riendship between Italy and Great Britain.

NEW YORK, Sunday: 

The earthquake disaster in Japan has 
momentarily forced the Italo-Greek crisis to:

Press, although the gtave potentialities of the 
situation are fully recognised. The weight 
of opinion, as immediately reflected in the 
American newspapers, strongly criticises the 
action of Signor Mussplini, and interprets the 
seizure of Corfu as fulfilling long-echerished 
territorial ambitions. 

The New York Times applauds Greece for 
referring matters to the League of Nations. 
The Tribune, which on Saturday defended 
the Italian position on the ground that 
whereas Greek responsibility was clear in the 
assassination of the Italian Commissioners, 
Serbia’s responsibility in 1914 was unproved, 
and that Greece failed to offer Italy as large 
a measure of satisfaction as Serbia to Austria, 
declares this morning that the manner 
adopted by Italy to enforce her claims has 
been abrupt. and says that the future of the 
League of Nations. as well as the test of 
Mussolini’s statesmanship, is involved in a 
settlemeent of the crisis. The New York 
World expresses the opinion in a large 
cartoon depicting Mussolini in the robes of 
“Ku lux Klan” threatening helpless 
Greece. 

Opinion in official circles in Washington 
papears to be confident that a peaceful solu- 
tion will be reached through the League of 
Nations, or the g offices of such a Power 
as Great Britain.—(Reuter.)

FATE OF YOKOHAMA. 
OSAKA, Sunday. 


Wireless neports have been received at 
Sascho from Funabashi, a Tokio suburb, of 
the stories told by the refugees, according to 
which many buildings were demolished by 
the first shock. The Miteu Koshi Department 
Store caught fire, and the flames spread to 
the Palace, consuming the Metropolitan Police 
Station and the Imperial Theatre. The same 
report states that the Navy Department do 
not answer wireless calls, and it is therefore 
feared that this department is also on fire. 

From another report it appears that the 
fire broke out. in forty-eight places in the 
Tokio business district, resulting in terrible 
destruction. The Palace is reported to be 
still on fire. Shimagawa has been flooded 
by tidal waves. 

The Yokohama harbour is reported to be 
demolished, and also the Yokohama and 
Asano Dockyard. From all reports it would 
appear that Yokohama is an immense mass 
of ruins.—(Press Association). 

NAGASAKI, Sunday. 

A special messenger from Tokio, who is 
hurrying to Anakura Hot Springs, where 
Princess Nagako is staying, with a report 
upon the conditions in the capital, in the 
course of an interview, said that the fire at 
the Imperial Palace was not serious.

FLAMES SEEN SEVEN MILES 
AWAY. 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 

As @ result of the great earthquake com- 
munication with Japan hag been virtually at 
a standstill since noon yesterday (Tokio time), 
except for the meagre information which has 
filtered through from the Omieka wireless 
station, which is located in an isolated posi- 
tion, 144 miles from Tokio. An extract 
picked up by wireless from a morning news- 
paper published at Sendai, 200 miles north 
of Tokio, reads as follows :— 

‘‘A severe earthquake occurred at Tokio 
and in the vicinity of that city at noon yes- 
terday. The railway station near Tokio 
collapsed, and there is no means of reaching 
the city, where there has been heavy damage. 
The water system has been destroyed, and 
many b®& buildings have collapsed, while fire 
has broken out in many places. The flames 
sre spreading towards Asakusa, Kanda, 
Honde, Fukagawa, and Shitaya. 

‘*Heavy casualties are reported, and the 
rumour is afloat that all traffic has been

“A number of trains running to Tokio 
were wrecked during the earthquake. It is 
also reported that a severe tidal wave struck 
the coast at Yokohama. No damage was done 
on the western side at. Shizuoka.” 

A later message received via the Tomioka 
Wireless Station, contained a first-hand story 
of the earthquake and fire.at. Tokio from a 
refugee. 

The man stated that after the first. shock 
fires broke out in various places in the city. 
The flames originated in the Mitsukoshi De- 
partment Store and spread to the Metropoli- 
tan Police Board’s building and. the Imperial 
Theatre. These were burned to the ground, 
as were many other large buildings. The 
refugee further stated that the fire was 
spreading from Senju to Shinagawa, the 
extreme southern point of the city, and that 
the flames could be seen seven miles from 
Tokio. 

All the railway bridges in the city were 
destroyed and in many places there was no 
traffic at all. The number of dead and injured, 
the refugee said, was incalculable. . 

Beyond a brief message from the Japanese 
raido station at Iwaki no further advices have 
been received here regarding the disaster in/ 
that city. From the meagre reports which 
have been received here, it is assumed that 
the earthquake was most severe in the eastern 
coast of Japan, at Hondo. The range of 
damage ie ‘ap agg 300 miles, running from 
Osaka and Ko e in the south, to Sendai in 
the north. This locality is the most thickly 
populated of Japan. 


THE DESTROYED CITIES. 


Tokio, the capital of the Japanese Empire, 
ta situated at the mouth of the rivers which 
drain the largest plain in the country. The 
lower portion of the city, which is flat and in- 
tersected. by canals, stretches between the 
two parks of Neno and Shiba, famous for 
their shrines. Midway rises the Palace, a 
fine structure in Japanese style, around which 
there are two rings of high walls and broad 
moats. Most of the immense enclosures, 
formerly inhabited by the nobles and their 
retainers, have disappeared, and handsome 
buildings in brick and stone have taken their 

lace. 

The city is divided into fifteen areas. The 
northern areas, Hongo and Kanda, contain 
the Imperial University, the Law School and 
other educational establishments; the seaward 
districts of ' Nihonbashi, Kyobashi and 
Asakusa, are industrial and commercial: while 
the Government offices are located at 
Kojimachi. : 

Most of the Japanese houses are con- 
structed of flimsy material, and Tokio has 
euffered severely from fire. In 1892 over 
4.000 houses were burned in one morning. The 
population of the city is about 1,600,000. 

Yokohama is the chief port of the city in 
Japan. Until 1854 it was an insignificant 
fishing village, but with the opening of the 
country it = rapidly. The city has a popu- 
lation, of about 400,000. lt is well laid ont 
and contains many Ane buildings. The bay is 
very beautiful and the anchorage is protected 
by two breakwaters 12,000 feet in length.

CONFERENCE IN DUBLIN, 

The conference of delegates of the [Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union from 
all parts of Ireland continued its deliberations 
until a late hour on Saturday evening, and 
met again yesterday. The proceedings have 
been conducted in private, and the only im. 
formation available is that they are chiefly 
concerned with the internal affairs of the 
union. It was learned authoritatively that 
the members of the Executive are taking no 
part in the conference, and will intervene only 
when .their presence is required by the 
delegates. 
Meanwhile the aituation at the ports in 
the Free State has not improved, and it is 
difficult to say at the moment if the outcome 
of the delegates’ conference will be of any 
material benefit in bringing about peace be 
tween the shipowners and the dockers, 


WAGES AND HOURS, 


DOCKERS’ ORGANISER’S 
STATEMENT, 


Addvessing a public meeting in New Roses 
in connection with the dockers’ strike, Mr. 
E. P. Harte, organiser of the Dockers’ Union, 
said that the employers all over ireland 
massed themselves together, irrespective of 
class or creed, in order to put the workers 
back to the conditions that prevailed before 
the war. The ship owners had been asked to 
put forward a scheme to abolish the casual 
worker. They were not asked to put their 
hands into their pockets. All the dockers in 
Ireland were locked out by the Coast Úi, 
Lid., who were members of the Federation 
of British Industry, backed by millions of 
capital and 300 members in the British Par- 
liament and candidates seeking election to 
Dail Eireann. The prices which were being 
paid to-day were due to that combine, and 
the employers of Ireland were being dragged 
at their tails. Not merely a reduction of 
wages, but longer working hours were aimed 
at. Instructions had been issued to every 
official of the union that he would be dis- 
missed if he agreed to longer than an eight- 
hour dav by workers. They did not want 
the etabilisation of wages, because the cost of 
living fluctuated. The men that he repre- 
sented would eat the grass before going back 
to the old conditions. They were out to 
organise the transport workers by. road, rail, 
and sea. ‘he steamers, trains, and aeroplanes 
were built by the workers, who were not 
satisfied to take the crumbs. 


CHURCH NOTES. 


Wesleyans claim Mr. Rudyard Kipling par- 
ticularly as their own; for his grandiather 
was the Rev. George Browne Macdonald, a 
Wesleyan minister of Wolverhampton, who, 
in 1841, published a sermon on “ Christian 
obligation as to abstaining from intoxicating 
drinks’’ and an “ Apology for the. disuse of 
alcoholic drinks.” This gentlemaft had four 
daughters, and through them Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling is related to Mr. Stanley Baldwin, 
Sir Philip Burne Jones, and the son‘of Sir 
Edward Poynter. 

The Bishop of Durham recently alluded to 
the necessity of drawing attention to the 
ventilation of churches, which, in his opinion. 
is often atrocious. He is sure that much of 
the inattention and restlessness of the con- 
gregation arise from the fact that they are 
breathing a thoroughly vitiated atmosphere. 
In the Church's ministry nothing is unim- 
portant. and the Bishop is sure that the 
ventilation of parish churches tells more 
directly on the efficiency of the ministrations 
of the clergy than many other circumstances 
which may seem to be more plainly relevant.
